up $14.1 billion from the second- 
quarter figure. 


Equally significant, "real" 


GNP — which measure output 
without inflation — rose 1.4 per 
cent to $727.5 billion. 


GNP measures the market 


value of all goods and services 
during the three months, while 
"real" GNP measures their 
value in 1958 dollars to avoid the 
effect of inflation since then. 


The United Auto Workers 


strike against General Motors 
Corp. cut heavily into the GNP 
gain. Without the strike, a 
Commerce Department analyst 
said, the GNP increase would 
have been 6.7 per cent, while the 
gain in actual output would have 
been 2.5 per cent — about the 
rate of 1967, 1969. 


The department measured 


inflation 
during the

months at 4.4 per cent at an 
annual rate, but said the figure 
would have been 4.2 per cent — 
or less than the 4.3 per cent of 
the second quarter — if the auto 
workers had not gone on strike. 


This, the analyst explained, is 


because the prices of hard goods 
such as cars do not rise as much 
as the prices of non-durable 
goods and services.

Monument Erected 
To Slain Generals 


LUBANG BUAJA, Indonesia 


(AP) — A monument 100 feet 
high is rising over the Crocodile 
Hole, the well where six In- 
donesian generals were dumped 
after their murder five years 
ago. 


The stillness of the former 


rubber grove that surrounded 
the well area is broken by the 
sound of jet engines from a 
nearby air base and the chipping 
of workmen's chisels. 


The well, an ugly hole two feet 


in diameter in the red Java mud, 
is surrounded by an elegant 
marble structure. 
A stone 


reads: "Our dedication to up- 
hold the purity of the Patja Sila 
cannot be broken by burying us 
in this hole." The reference is to 
the five national ideals of God, 
nationalism, 
internationalism, 


democracy and social justice. 


The generals, including Gen. 


Yahni, army commander, were 
kidnaped, tortured and slain in 
the early hours of Oct. l, 1965. 
The killings were carried out by 
the members of the late 
President Sukarno's elite palace 
guard 
under 
Communist 


direction in an attempt to 
eliminate the army's influence 
and pave the way for a Com- 
munist takeover. 


The coup, which came to be 


known 
as 
the 
Sept. 
30 


movement, failed when the 
Communists overlooked Gen. 
Suharto, commander 
of the 


national reserves. Af tar hearing 
of the kidnapings Suharto took 
command of the army and 
within 48 hours had essentially 
crushed the coup attempt. He is 
now president. 


The mutilated bodies were 


found 
in the 36-foot-deep 


Crocodile Hole well three days 
later. 


U.C. Regents Meeting 
Occupied By Pay, 
Cutlay Consideration 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


Committee consideration of 
faculty salaries and capital 
outlays for 1971-72 occupied 
today's session of the University 
of California Regents' two-day 
monthly meeting. 


The finance committee had 


under study a proposed increase 
of 11 2 per cent in salaries, plus 
5 3 per cent in fringe benefits for 
the next fiscal year. 


The administration of 
the 


nine-campus university system, 
reporting a general 5 7 per cent 
inflation in the economy, noted 
that 
refusal 
of 
the 
last 


legislature to approve a 5 per 
cent raise for 1970-71 "further 
compounds the decline in both 
real income of faculty members 
and the competitive position of 
the university." 


While expressing concern 


over the salary impact on 
recruiting and retention, it 
acknowledged that few tenured 
faculty members had been lost 
so far, but ascribed this to the 
lateness of the legislative action. 


Whatever the committee 


approves has to win en- 
dorsement of the full board of 
Regents, 
the 
Coordinating 


Council for Higher Education 
and the state Department of 
Finance. 


The proposed capital outlay 


budget for 1971-72 includes for 
the 
general 
campuses 


$18,669,000 in state 
funds, 


$20,876,000 from educational fee 
income and $4,274,000 in federal 
construction grants. 


Capital outlay requests for the 


health sciences will not be 
presenting until November. 


Saying the budget was ex- 


tremely 
tight, 
"reflecting 


limited prospects for state 
funding," the ad-ministration 
said, "building and alteration 
projects have been included only 
if directly related 
to in- 


structional programs for which 
need is definite. . . Austerity of 
the budget shows in the com- 
plete absence of proposals for 
libraries, service yards, campus 
administration and physical 
education, despite immediate 
needs in those areas on several 
campuses."

LUBANG BUAJA, Indonesia 
(AP) — A monument 100 feet 
high is rising over the Crocodile 
Hole, the well where six In­ 
donesian generals were dumped 
after their murder five years 
ago. 
The stillness of the former 
rubber grove that surrounded 
the well area is broken bv the 
sound of jet engines from a 
nearby air base and the chipping 
of workmen’s chisels. 


The well, an ugly hole two feet 
in diameter in the red Java mud, 
is surrounded by an elegant 
marble structure. 
A stone 
reads: 
“Our dedication to up­ 
hold the purity of the Patja Sila 
cannot be broken by burying us 
in this hole.” The reference is to 
the five national ideals of God, 
nationalism, 
internationalism, 
democracy and social justice. 
The generals, including Gen. 


Yahni, army commander, were 
kidnaped, tortured and slain in 
the early hours of Oct. 1, 1965. 
The killings were carried out by 
the 
m em bers 
of 
the 
late 
President Sukarno’s elite palace 
guard 
under 
Communist 
direction in an attem pt to 
eliminate the army’s influence 
and pave the way for a Com­ 
munist takeover. 
The coup, which came to be 
known 
as 
the 
Sept. 
30 
m ovement, failed when the 
Communists overlooked Gen. 
Suharto, 
commander 
of 
the 
national reserves. Aft¿r hearing 
of the kidnapings Suharto took 
command of the army and 
within 48 hours had essentially 
crushed the coup attempt. He is 
now president. 
The mutilated bodies were 
found 
in 
the 
36-foot-deep 
Crocodile Hole well three days 
later. 


U.C. Regents Meeting 
Occupied By Pay, 
Outlay Consideration 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Committee consideration of 
faculty salaries and capital 
outlays for 
1971-72 occupied 
today’s session of the University 
of California Regents’ two-day 
monthly meeting. 
The finance committee had 
under study a proposed increase 
of 11.2 per cent in salaries, plus 
5.3 per cent in fringe benefits for 
the next fiscal year. 
The administration of 
the 
nine-campus university system, 
reporting a general 5.7 per cent 
inflation in the economy, noted 
that 
refusal 
of 
the 
last 
legislature to approve a 5 per 
cent raise for 1970-71 “further 
compounds the decline in both 
real income of faculty members 
and the competitive position of 
the university.” 
While expressing concern 
over 
the salary impact 
on 
recruiting and retention, it 
acknowledged that few tenured 
faculty members had been lost 
so far, but ascribed this to the 
lateness of the legislative action. 
Whatever 
the 
com m ittee 
approves 
has 
to 
win 
en­ 
dorsement of the full board of 
Regents, 
the 
Coordinating 
Council for Higher Education 
and the state Department of 
Finance. 
The proposed capital outlay 
budget for 1971-72 includes for 
the 
general 
cam puses 
$18,669,000 
in state funds, 
$20,876,000 from educational fee 
income and $4,274,000 in federal 
construction grants. 
Capital outlay requests for the 
health sciences will not be 
presenting until November. 
Saying the budget was ex­ 
tremely 
tight, 
“ reflecting 
limited prospects for state 
funding,” the ad-ministration 
said, “building and alteration 
projects have been included only 
if directly 
related 
to 
in­ 
structional programs for which 
need is definite. . . Austerity of 
the budget shows in the com­ 
plete absence of proposals for 
libraries, service yards, campus 
adm inistration and physical 
education, despite immediate 
needs in those areas on several 
campuses.”

Friday morning, the Regents 
are to hold an open session 
Friday afternoon.

brought the action on grounds 
that by failing to provide classes 
for his son the school violated its 
contractual obligations. 


Paynter 
commented af- 


terwards: "I'm not out to get 
NYU. I was only fighting for the 
principle." He said the decision 
"could represent a test case 
. . . After all, thousands of 
students all over the country 
were denied classes last year. 
This could open the floodgates." 


The student strike, which 


affected many campuses in the 
nation, followed the dispatch of 
U.S. troops into Cambodia and 
the shooting of four students 
during a confrontation with the 
National Guard at Kent State 
University.

An attorney for Miss Davis, 


26, who was arrested by the FBI 
at a Manhattan motel Tuesday 
evening, said his client would 
fight extradition on the charges 
stemming from a courthouse 
Shootout that left four persons 
dead. 


She was arraigned first 


Wednesday on a federal charge 
of unlawful flight 
to avoid 


prosecution and held in lieu of 
$250,000 bail. Later the federal 
charge was dropped and she was 
arrested by city police on the 
state charges. 


Sources at the U. S. attorney's 


office said the first arraignment 
was to keep Miss Davis in 
custody until a courier arrived 
from California with warrants 
for murder and kidnaping.

and held in lieu of $100,000 bail 
for an Oct. 20 hearing. 


Miss Davis is accused of 


purchasing four guns used in the 
shootout escape attempt at the 


Marin County Courthouse at San 
Rafael last Aug. 7. 


Superior Court Judge Harold 


J. Haley, who was taken hostage 
along with the prosecutor and 
three women jurors, was killed 
in the gunfight as were two 
convicts and the youth who 
invaded the courtroom with the 
weapons.

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Doesn'f Make Any Kind Of Sense 


Governor Reagan is said to have remarked this past week that 


it might be all right to give some 18-year-olds the vote — the ones 
who have served in Vietnam. It's hard to believe the governor 
actually said that. It doesn't make any kind of sense at all. 


There is some sense to the argument that if a man is old enough 


to fight for his country, he is old enough to vote. But that is 
something altogether different from what the governor is reported 
to have said. It should seem obvious to anyone an 18-year-old who 
does not fight in Vietnam is as old as an 18-year-old who does. 
Fighting undoubtedly has a sobering effect but there is no evidence 
that it improves a young man's political background. There is no 
evidence that it makes him capable of casting a more intelligent 
vote than his brothers — and sisters—who remain at home. 


Certainly votes should not be handed out as a sort of reward. 


Actually, there is no reason to believe that because a man is old 


enough to fight, he is old enough to vote, in the strict meaning of the 
popular phrase. He might well be old enough to make an excellent 
soldier, and make mighty poor choices at the ballot box. But it 
takes on meaning in the sense that until he can take part in national 
decisions he should not be called on to risk his life to support them. 


Probably our approach is wrong. We should decide how old a 


man must be to vote. Then make that the age he can be sent to fight. 


Simple Answers Unrealistic 


Testimony in a Berkeley trial and a Los Angeles inquest makes 


dear what has seemed quite evident to many of us all along. That is 
that any simple assessment of blame is nearly always unrealistic. 
It is not enough to say that if newsman Ramon Salazar had stayed 
away from a bar in the vicinity of a riot in the Mexican-American 
section of Los Angeles Aug. 29 he would not have been killed. It is 
not enough, either, to say that the lives of deputy sheriffs in 
Berkeley were not actually in danger when one of them fired a 
shotgun at a young man he said was hurling rocks at him.

In the same 
way, with repeated examples of destruction behind them, the 
Berkeley officers could not be expected to ignore the rock-hurling 
street people. But were shotgun blasts necessary in a crowded 
area?

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Kid Gloves On The Panthers 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — Despite all 


the teeth-gnashing over police 
persecution, the Black Panthers 
have 
received kid-gloves 


treatment from the 
Justice 


Department. 


Government files contain 


stark evidence that the Panthers 
are engaged in guerrilla war- 
fare in this country, that they 
are responsible for snipings, 
ambushes, 
bombings 
and 


burnings. 


Yet the federal prosecutors 


have taken care not to use the 
criminal statutes against the 
Panthers without clear-cut 
evidence. Instructions have 
been 
passed 
down 
that 


prosecutors must make "a 
better case" against a Panther 
than a non-Panther to avoid 
charges of persecution. 


The best evidence of the 


Panthers' guerrilla activities 
has been compiled from their 
own statements. The latest is a 
recording of a broadcast that 
their propaganda minister, 
Eldridge Cleaver, made last 
month over Radio Hanoi. 


Explaining he was on a tour of 


Communist Asia with a U. S. 
anti-imperialist delegation, 
including two Black Panthers, 
Cleaver declared in a broadcast 
beamed to American forces in 
Vietnam: 


"You should know, if you don't 


know that there's a war going on 
inside Babylon, inside the 
United States of America. Not a 
day goes by now that you can't 
hear about some pig getting 
knocked by a brother or some 
brother

Right-Left Divisions Now Fairly Clear

The conversation continues on 


the theme that the United States 
is turning to the Right, and that 
the forthcoming elections will 
demonstrate the fact. What does 
it mean in the field of foreign 
policy, for instance? What does 
it mean to be "liberal" vs. 
"conservative" 
in foreign 


policy? At this moment, the 
divisions are pretty clear. The 
liberal is against ABM, against 
MRV, against an expanded 
military 
budget, 
against 


maintaining our presence in 
southeast Asia, against military 
aid to countries whose rulers 
govern other than by such 
authority as Americans con- 
sider to be democratically 
hygienic. 


1. Concerning ABM (and 


MIRV) the arguments can be 
extremely elaborate, but they 
can also be relatively simple. 
The American Right (and here 
one can include Mr. Nixon.if not 
necessarily all those who work 
for Mr. Nixon) clings to the 
notion that ABM is an effective 
instrument of deterrence. Now 
the argument is complicated on 
the matter, but it is hardly 
arguable that the country stands 
to lose more than the monies 
spent on ABM. A turn to the 
Right, i.e., towards a more 
vigorous implementation of the 


ABM program, is a turn towards 
prudence in international af- 
fairs. Never let anyone wrest 
from you the axioms, which are 
that the United States does not 
intend to wage offensive war 
against the Soviet Union, 
whereas to believe that the 
Soviet Union would not under 
certain circumstances wage 
offensive war against the west is 
anti-historical. 


So: a move "to the right" in 


military matters is a move 
towards, at best, the prevention 
of a world war; at worst, 
towards the unnecessary ex- 
penditure of a few billion 
dollars. Liberals and con- 
servatives are opposed to the 
unnecessary expenditure of 
"federal" monies; the Right's 
disposition to risk the con- 
ceivable loss of a few billion 
dollars on defense, as opposed 
say to the liberal's disposition to 
risk the conceivable loss of a few 
billion dollars on the Alliance for 
Progress, or on the "war" on 
poverty, are best judged by the 
odds. 


In the latter case, if the money 


is misspent, why the ooor are 
still with us, as alas they prove 
in substantial numbers to be; 
and the unstable Latin govern- 
ments are still with us, as alas 
they are and worse, in the case 
of Chile and Bolivia. In the 


former case, "failure" is 
defined as something that did 
not succeed in deterring the 
aggressive impulses of the 
Soviet Union or Red China. Or — 
to be strictly fair to the liberals' 
argument — as the adoption of a 
program (ABM) which had the 
effect of preventing the enemy 
from amicable pursuits it would 
otherwise have pursued. 


For instance, if you are 


disposed to come to terms with 
your neighbor about his disputed 
right to use the beach you had 
hitherto insisted was exclusively 
your own, you might be put off, 
on the day that you intended to 
make the grand gesture, if you 
looked up to see that your neigh- 
bor had mounted a 50-caliber 
machine gun on his porch. 
However, it requires, to believe 
ABM and 
MIRV have this 


potential effect on international 
disarmament, to believe also 
that the rulers of the Soviet 
Union are as tractable as Mary 
Poppins; 
and therein the 


liberals do have a problem. 


2. So, turning to the Right, the

nothing more than the con- 
tinuation of broad policies 
originated by Franklin Delano 


Roosevelt (who kissed the 
devil's nose by giving aid to 
Stalin), and continued under 
Truman, Eisenhower, Kennedy, 
and Johnson. To refuse, sud- 
denly, to give military aid to 
Chaing Kai-shek, or to the 
Colonels, because the board of 
directors of the Americans for 
Democratic Action disapproves 
of the governments of Formosa 
and Greece, is to take a turn 
towards that radical 
ob- 


structionism which has the 
unhappy effect of hurting real 
people, and damaging the 
prospect for real peace. 


Put it this way. Could you find 


one (1) Israeli, who would favor 
an American embargo against 
military aid to Greece? No, and 
for the best of reasons. A 
country (like Israel) that is truly 
threatened, does not make 
foreign policy according to rules 
set down by Gloria Steinem for 
the satisfaction of Eugene 
McCarthy. Take one of those 
people and put him in a position 
of responsibility and hesto 
presto, you get John Kenneth

Efficiency Analysts Look At Office Workers

Analysts of worker efficiency, 


who once directed their efforts 
almost solely to production line 
or blue collar workers, are more 
and 
more 
applying 
their 


mathematical calipers to office 
personnel. 


The office, they say, has long 


been known as an area of con- 
centrated 
inefficiency, 
but 


precise measurements were 
difficult 
to develop. 
Im- 


provements in techniques now 
makes analysis more practical. 


There's more to the trend than 


the development of techniques, 
however. 
At least two other 


major changes are involved: 


—The economic downturn, 


which made it clear to many 
firms that waste had to be 
eliminated. 
The boom of the 


1960s had permitted poor work 
methods to develop that couldn't 
be tolerated as business turned 
down. 


—The growing trend toward a 


service rather than production- 
oriented economy, which makes 
office 
procedures 
assume 


greater importance. 
Wall 


Street, for example, was almost 
destroyed by a blizzard of paper. 


The so-called methods — time 


management specialists say 
they hope to improve office 
efficiency 
not be reducing 


workers to machines and then 
speeding them up, as sometimes 
has been charged in the past. 


Their aim 
they explain, is 


simply to make work more 
enjoyable, 
productive 
and 


rewarding, often through the 
development of incentives. 
Motivation plays a big role in 


their business. 


At Aetna Life & Casualty, 


which classifies as a paperwork 
factory, 
the 
productivity 


systems department claims an 
annual saving of more than $7.5 
million, largely through the use 
of wage incentives. 


There does seem to be 


something foreboding, however, 
in the assessment of some other 
MTM specialists now attending 
the annual MTM conference 
here. Says Robert E. Nolan, 
chairman of the conference 
planning committee and an 
executive with a management 
consultant firm: 


"The 
country

mosphere and laissez-faire

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Doesn ’f M ake Any Kind O f Sense 


Governor Reagan is said to have remarked this past week that 
it might be all right to give some 18-year-olds the vote — the ones 
who have served in Vietnam. It’s hard to believe the governor 
actually said that. It doesn’t make any kind of sense at all. 


There is some sense to the argument that if a man is old enough 
to fight for his country, he is old enough to vote. But that is 
something altogether different from what the governor is reported 
to have said. It should seem obvious to anyone an 18-year-old who 
does not fight in Vietnam is as old as an 18-year-old who does. 
Fighting undoubtedly has a sobering effect but there is no evidence 
that it improves a young man’s political background. There is no 
evidence that it makes him capable of casting a more intelligent 
vote than his brothers — and sisters — who remain at home. 


Certainly votes should not be handed out as a sort of reward. 


Actually, there is no reason to believe that because a man is old 
enough to fight, he is old enough to vote, in the strict meaning of the 
popular phrase. He might well be old enough to make an excellent 
soldier, and make mighty poor choices at the ballot box. But it 
takes on meaning in the sense that until he can take part in national 
decisions he should not be called on to risk his life to support them. 


Probably our approach is wrong. We should decide how old a 
man must be to vote. Then make that the age he can be sent to fight. 


Simple Answers Unrealistic 


Testimony in a Berkeley trial and a Los Angeles inquest makes 
clear what has seemed quite evident to many of us all along. That is 
that any simple assessment of blame is nearly always unrealistic. 
It is not enough to say that if newsman Ramon Salazar had stayed 
away from a bar in the vicinity of a riot in the Mexican-American 
section of Los Angeles Aug. 29 he would not have been killed. It is 
not enough, either, to say that the lives of deputy sheriffs in 
Berkeley were not actually in danger when one of them fired a 
shotgun at a young man he said was hurling rocks at him. 


With the W atts riot fresh in memory, Los Angeles law en­ 
forcement officers could not be expected to take the Aug. 29 trouble 
lightly. On the other hand, there appears no evidence that there 
was any threat from the bar in which Salazar was seated, and into 
which they fired a sharp-nosed tear gas projectile. In the same 
way, with repeated examples of destruction behind them, the 
Berkeley officers could not be expected to ignore the rock-hurling 
street people. But were shotgun blasts necessary in a crowded 
area? 


There is no call for leniency for troublemakers, but we need 
some mighty cool-headed and resourceful law enforcement of­ 
ficers.

Burton 
also invited the American In­ 
dependent party candidate, 
Clyde Freeman, running on the 
Wallace Ticket, 
to join the 
Advisory Council. 
Indeed, if half of the in­ 
vitations are accepted, it would 
take the University of Utah 
Stadium to convene a meeting of 
Burton’s Advisory Council. 
A separate batch of letters 
went out soliciting funds from 
such unlikely contributors as 
Moss’s aides, Grant Midgely 
and Virginia Rishel. 
FOOTNOTE: The funds to pay 
for such campaign gimmicks as 
the computerized letters were 
raised in large part outside 
Utah. For example, Kennecott 
Copper Corporation’s C. D. “Big 
Mike” Michaelson, President of 
the firm’s metal 
mining 
division, hosted a party for 
Burton in the Palatial Pinnacle 
Club in New York City. Those 
who attended the reception in 
Mobil Oil’s soaring skyscraper 
paid 
$100 
a 
head 
for 
the 
privilege. They included both 
mining and tobacco executives, 
according to those present. But 
Michaelson said he saw no 
tobacco men, because he had 
concentrated on getting “the 
mining crowd” to turn out.

The tornado struck Shawnee 
at 4:45 p.m., killing four per­ 
sons, sending 80 in anguish to the 
hospital. By 5 p.m., the town was 
a litter barrel of glass, masonry, 
trees and trash.

roared into town loaded with 
young people. Many of them 
were bearded and long-haired, 
dressed in hippie garb. Others 
poured in, some as neatly 
dressed as choir boys. 
Almost without a word, the 
young people, who had rushed in

Oklahoma 
B aptist 
College 
and 
St. 
Gregory’s Junior College, fell to 
on the rubbish. Using shovels, 
hoes, even their hands, they 
loaded tons of refuse into the 
trucks. The townspeople joined 
in, 
side 
by 
side 
with 
the 
youngsters. 
All night long, the youths, 
some just entering their teens, 
from Shawnee High 
School, 
labored in the streets and yards 
of little Shawnee. Housewives 
and the Red Cross ran coffee 
and snacks to them as they 
worked. 
By daylight, Shawnee was still 
shattered, but the debris was 
stacked in neat piles or hauled 
from 
town. 
More 
than 
a 
thousand youngsters had taken 
part in the clean-up. 


Said one widow: “I’ll never 
again criticize a student just 
because he’s got long hair and a 
beard. They swarmed in here 
and cleaned up the entire mess 
around our house.” 


Right-Left Divisions Now Fairly Clear 


By WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY JR. 
The conversation continues on 
the theme that the United States 
is turning to the Right, and that 
the forthcoming elections will 
demonstrate the fact. What does 
it mean in the field of foreign 
policy, for instance? What does 
it mean to be “liberal” vs. 
“ conservative” 
in 
foreign 
policy? At this moment, the 
divisions are pretty clear. The 
liberal is against ABM, against 
MRV, against an expanded 
m ilitary 
budget, 
against 
maintaining our presence in 
southeast Asia, against military 
aid to countries whose rulers 
govern other than by such 
authority as Americans con­ 
sider to be dem ocratically 
hygienic. 
1. Concerning ABM (and 
MIRV) the arguments can be 
extremely elaborate, but they 
can also be relatively simple. 
The American Right (and here 
one can include Mr. Nixon,if not 
necessarily all those who work 
for Mr. Nixon) clings to the 
notion that ABM is an effective 
instrument of deterrence. Now 
the argument is complicated on 
the matter, but it is hardly 
arguable that the country stands 
to lose more than the monies 
spent on ABM. A turn to the 
Right, i.e., towards a more 
vigorous implementation of the 


ABM program, is a turn towards 
prudence in international af­ 
fairs. Never let anyone wrest 
from you the axioms, which are 
that the United States does not 
intend to wage offensive war 
against 
the 
Soviet 
Union, 
whereas to believe that the 
Soviet Union would not under 
certain circum stances wage 
offensive war against the west is 
anti-historical. 
So: a move “ to the right” in 
military matters is a move 
towards, at best, the prevention 
of a world war; 
at worst, 
towards the unnecessary ex­ 
penditure of a few billion 
dollars. Liberals and con­ 
servatives are opposed to the 
unnecessary expenditure of 
“federal” monies; the Right’s 
disposition to risk 
the con­ 
ceivable loss of a few billion 
dollars on defense, as opposed 
say to the liberal’s disposition to 
risk the conceivable loss of a few 
billion dollars on the Alliance for 
Progress, or on the “war” on 
poverty, are best judged by the 
odds. 
In the latter case, if the money 
is misspent, why the poor are 
still with us, as alas they prove 
in substantial numbers to be; 
and the unstable Latin govern­ 
ments are still with us, as alas 
they are and worse, in the case 
of Chile and Bolivia. In the 


form er case, 
“ failu re” 
is 
defined as something that did 
not succeed in deterring the 
aggressive im pulses of the 
Soviet Union or Red China. Or — 
to be strictly fair to the liberals’ 
argument — as the adoption of a 
program (ABM) which had the 
effect of preventing the enemy 
from amicable pursuits it would 
otherwise have pursued. 
For instance, if you are 
disposed to come to terms with 
your neighbor about his disputed 
right to use the beach you had 
hitherto insisted was exclusively 
your own, you might be put off, 
on the day that you intended to 
make the grand gesture, if you 
looked up to see that your neigh­ 
bor had mounted a 50-caliber 
machine gun on his porch. 
However, it requires, to believe 
ABM and MIRV 
have this 
potential effect on international 
disarmament, to believe also 
that the rulers of the Soviet 
Union are as tractable as Mary 
Poppins; 
and 
therein 
the 
liberals do have a problem. 
2. So, turning to the Right, the 
United States continues to give 
military aid to such repressive 
governments as that of the 
Greeks, 
or of Franco. 
The 
“ turn” to the Right amounts to 
nothing more than the con­ 
tinuation of broad policies 
originated by Franklin Delano 


Roosevelt (who kissed the 
devil’s nose by giving aid to 
Stalin), and continued under 
Truman, Eisenhower, Kennedy, 
and Johnson. To refuse, sud­ 
denly, to give military aid to 
Chaing Kai-shek, or to the 
Colonels, because the board of 
directors of the Americans for 
Democratic Action disapproves 
of the governments of Formosa 
and Greece, is to take a turn 
tow ards 
that 
radical 
ob­ 
structionism which has the 
unhappy effect of hurting real 
people, and dam aging the 
prospect for real peace. 


Put it this way. Could you find 
one (1) Israeli, who would favor 
an American embargo against 
military aid to Greece? No, and 
for the best of reasons. A 
country (like Israel) that is truly 
threatened, does not make 
foreign policy according to rules 
set down by Gloria Steinem for 
the satisfaction of Eugene 
McCarthy. Take one of those 
people and put him in a position 
of responsibility and hesto 
presto, you get John Kenneth 
Galbraith writing to President 
Kennedy suggesting that the 
U nited 
States 
guarantee 
m ilitarily 
the 
border 
of 
Pakistan! A move to the right in 
foreign policy would tranquilize 
the world, so let’s get on with it. 


Efficiency Analysts Look At Office Workers

Analysts of worker efficiency, 
who once directed their efforts 
almost solely to production line 
or blue collar workers, are more 
and 
more 
applying 
their 
mathematical calipers to office 
personnel. 
The office, they say, has long 
been known as an area of con­ 
centrated 
inefficiency, 
but 
precise m easurem ents were 
difficult to develop. 
Im ­ 
provements in techniques now 
makes analysis more practical. 
There’s more to the trend than 
the development of techniques, 
however. 
At least two other 
major changes are involved: 
—The economic downturn, 
which made it clear to many 
firms that waste had to be 
eliminated. 
The boom of the 


1960s had permitted poor work 
methods to develop that couldn’t 
be tolerated as business turned 
down. 
—The growing trend toward a 
service rather than production- 
oriented economy, which makes 
office 
procedures 
assume 
g reater im portance. 
Wall 
Street, for example, was almost 
destroyed by a blizzard of paper. 
The so-called methods — time 
m anagem ent specialists say 
they hope to improve office 
efficiency not be reducing 
workers to machines and then 
speeding them up, as sometimes 
has been charged in the past. 
Their aim, they explain, is 
simply to make work more 
enjoyable, 
productive 
and 
rewarding, often through the 
development of 
incentives. 
Motivation plays a big role in 


their business. 
At Aetna Life & Casualty, 
which classifies as a paperwork 
factory, 
the 
productivity 
systems department claims an 
annual saving of more than $7.5 
million, largely through the use 
of wage incentives. 
There does seem 
to 
be 
something foreboding, however, 
in the assessment of some other 
MTM specialists now attending 
the annual MTM conference 
here. 
Says Robert E. Nolan, 
chairman of 
the 
conference 
planning committee and an 
executive with a management 
consultant firm: 
“ The 
country 
club 
a t­ 
m osphere and laissez-faire 
attitude that has prevailed 
in so many offices for too long 
will be just as obsolete as the 
m anual typew riter and the 


hand-cranked adding machine 
in a few years.” 
Of 23 formal presentations at 
the conference, fully a third are 
on office procedures and only 
two on factory matters, an 
abrupt departure from earlier 
meetings, which began 18 years 
ago. 
One presentation, produced 
more in jest than seriously, 
serves 
nevertheless 
to 
demonstrate some of MTM’s 
methods. 
It analyzes the ac­ 
tivities of girl-watchers and 
concludes that the miniskirt is 
detrimental to office efficiency.

How much wiser it would be 
to have a patient assured that 
their operation was successful 
and that the only observation 
would be done by the quiet, 
assuring, 
a n d 
emotionally 
aware doctor who performed 
the surgery. 
A condition knows as iatro­ 
genic disease is derived from 
the Greek words iatros (doc­ 
tor) and genic (created by). 
It is unfortunate that the doc­ 
tor inadvertently can be re­ 
sponsible for inducing so much 
fear and anxiety that lives 
long after a complex disease 
,is totally cured. Often this is 


done unwittingly and In what 
is considered to be the “best 
interests” of the patient. 
It is utterly impossible to 
expect that you can go along, 
sitting on the proverbial “keg 
of dynamite” and teetering on 
the brink of destruction and 
still be left with any sem­ 
blance of sanity at the time 
you are “officially” considered 
to be cured. 
After palpitatingly waiting 
for five years, it is too much 
to expect that your emotional 
stability can survive such un­ 
necessary pressures. 
Recovery must not be a 
race against time. This is too 
much competition for any hu­ 
man being to withstand. You 
have had your disease, you 
have been cured of it, and now 
rejoice in the fact that as of 
this moment, you are well. 
The prophecy of time can 
only be confusing, especially 
when the measurement of it is 
so vague, both for the patient 
and for the physician. Relish 
your present health, but do 
not measure your happiness in 
terms of imposed 
"survival 
years.” 
This is a false, un­ 
sound measuring device. 
The swelling of your arm is 
frequently associated with the 
removal of lymph glands at 
the time of surgery.

Communists Restate 
Peace Plan Rejection

PARIS, (AP) — The Viet- 


namese Communists forcefully 
restated today Hanoi's rejection 
of President Nixon's peace plan, 
but U.S. Ambassador David K. 
E. Bruce told them he was 
awaiting "a more considered 
and constructive response." 


At the same time, South 


Vietnam offered what a member 
of the delegation described as 
new political proposals in an 
attempt to break the deadlock at 
the Paris peace talks. It carried 
a hint that Saigon might accept 
a formula other than elections to 
decide South Vietnam's political 
future. 


Bruce called the Nixon plan a 


set of "specific and logical 
proposals that should become a 
basis for detailed negotiations." 


He reminded his adversaries: 


"You indicated that you would 
be 
commenting 
on 
the 


President's proposals more 
definitively at this and sub- 


sequent sessions. Today we 
await a more considered and 
constructive response." 


South 
Vietnamese 
Am- 


bassador Pham Dang Lam told 
the weekly session of the 
Vietnam peace talks that his 
government "has the sincere 
conviction that free elections 
open to all political parties and 
groups in South Vietnam, in- 
cluding the National Liberation 
Front . . would constitute the 
best and . . most rational way 
for 
the South 
Vietnamese 


population to exercise genuinely 
its right of self-determination." 


Lam did not say what 


arrangement other than elec- 
tions Saigon might be willing to 
discuss. But when President 
Nguyen

Thieu 
first 


proposed free elections on July 
11, 1969, he said, "The only way 
for the people of South Vietnam 
to exercise their right of self- 
determination

is through 


elections . . " 


Three Atomic Blasts 
Reported Same Day 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Big Three atomic powers have 
set off nuclear blasts on the 
same day, apparently for the 
first time, unleashing force 
equivalent to more than nine 
million tons of TNT. 


The Atomic Energy Com- 


mission announced Communist 
China had resumed nuclear 
testing with a 3-million-ton 
atmospheric 
blast. 
That 


followed by about an hour 
Wednesday what apparently 
was the largest Soviet un- 
derground nuclear explosion in 
seven years and the most potent 
subterranean 
blast 
ever 


triggered by any nation. 


The AEC declined comment 


on the significance of the 
Chinese detonation. 


But 
Japanese observers 


speculated the test was part of 
Peking's plan to develop a small 
hydrogen bomb capable of use in 
a missible China launched its 
first space satellite last April 23, 
and there were predictions the 
initial test of an intercontinental 
missile would come this year. 


The AEC said the Chinese 


blast was conducted in the at- 
mosphere over the Lop Nor test 
site. Mainland China did not sign 
the 1963 limited test-ban treaty 
barring testing in the air. 


The blast was the fourth 


Chinese explosion rated in the 
three-megaton category, and 
the nation's llth since it began 
nuclear testing Oct. 16, 1964. 


Following an announced 


explosion 
13 months ago, 


Peking's official news agency 
said the Chinese tests should 
offer "great encouragement and 
support" for North Vietnamese 
and other nations figi.ling 
against "U S. aggression" and 
for independence. 


However, the announcement 


added, "At no time and in no 
circumstances will China be the 
first to use nuclear weapons."

Communists Restate 
Peace Plan Rejection

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FISH 


TALES 


The leaves on the vine maple are turning bright red now and 


the yellow hues blending in with the fall surroundings makes a 
beautiful scene. Last night on the river at sunset we noticed a 
certain stillness after a warm autumn day. The salmon became a 
little active and started rolling all over the place. 


To the east the ridges and outlines of Digger, Butte, Mt. 


Lassen, and Brookoff stood out in sharp detail as the sun set. Truly 
a beautiful scene. On the river bank we pulled the boat in to shore 
and cleaned two nice steelhead and a couple of river rainbows. 


The next day repeated the same beauty and splendor of the day 


prior. The rich rewards the Sacramento provides this time of year 
cannot fully be expressed in such words. One can truly discover the 
real beauty of our river in the fall by spending a day up or down 
river at sunrise and sunset. You'll be hooked believe me. Maybe 
some steelhead too. 


The great fish have been scattered these past weeks but many 


caught. Areas where salmon have started spawning have provided 
the best as usual. Those anglers using eggs, duffy's and glo-bugs 
are taking most of the fish provided the presentations are carried 
through the current with just enough sliding weight to get it down 
with proper drift. The reason for this is that the steelhead are 
mostly biting very softly and with heavier weight you are likely not 
going to feel the strike. This is one of the failures of many fisher- 
men. 


If it takes more weight to get your line out, you probably have 


not enough or too heavy of line on your reel spool. Too heavy of a 
weight is just going to aggravate the situation in most cases. Make 
your weights in various lengths and cut if necessary with some side 
cutters to get the necessary and effective drift. Use a barrel and 
snap-swivel hook up with slideline weight or, the barrel swivel and 
sliding surgical tubing attachment. 


Another item of importance while we are talking about ter- 


minal gear, is the length of the leader from the swivel. About 18 
inches is a good standard length. We have found that using a leader 
much longer tends to keep your duffy or bait higher in the water, 
and it sometimes passes over the fish lying on the bottom. 


Too short a leader may cause more frequent hang-ups and 


spook the fish more. A good way for you to tell if you are getting a 
proper drift or not is when you hook an occasional sucker. For they 
are lying right on the bottom where the steelhead are so don't be 
dismayed if the first one is yellow. Keep casting cause the next may 
be a sea-bow. 


The only thing I dread each morning going out is that blasted 


outboard jet on my boat. It's so loud that it vibrates the wax right 
out of one's ears. 


People at the Bend Mobile Park know when I'm pulling out. 


Even though it's loud, there are advantages of the outboard jet 
especially out on the steelhead riffles. 


Today we hope to see the pleasant sunrise while standing waist 


deep in a favorite riffle with another leak in my waders. I hope to 
get a fish on and that's the whole purpose of the game anyway. 


We would like to list some rules of etiquette for steelhead 


fishermen while out on the river: 


1. When you land and kill suckers and squawfish, slit them in 


the belly and return them to the stream so they won't stink up the 
gravel bar and attract yellow jackets. 


2. Please don't throw your empty salmon egg jars in the river 


or on the bank. This is especially dangerous where others are 
wading and it has a tendency to increase the cuts and leaks in boots. 


3. Please don't molest spawning salmon for they provide future 


steelhead f ishing whether you know it or not. Once they are on their 
spawning beds, we have a moral obligation to at least leave them 
alone to spawn and provide more fish for the future. The fish are 
not fit to eat then anyway and don't let anyone tell you different. 


4. Don't wade out too far. Stay in line with others on the riffle. 


Wading out too far is likely to spook the fish and create ill-feelings 
toward you from fellow anglers. Anything that burns my seat is the 
guy that has to wade out to his armpits. This is not necessary in this 
river. 


Well back out on the river... 


And oh the psychology of the paranoid fish... 
A web of fishermen round me forms; 
I feel it in the air 
A hundred fishermen scowl and smirk, 
Their hooks landing near me everywhere. 
They entice me, they torture me, 
In subtle ways they work— 
The lureman, baitman and flymen lodge. 
Behind me they all talk and lurk. 
A mental Quixote I'm called, 
'Tis wrong, they are real to me, 
This cosmic hate but means I'm the fish, 
I'll die on a fishing spree, (or will I?)

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The leaves on the vine maple are turning bright red now and 
the yellow hues blending in with the fall surroundings makes a 
beautiful scene. Last night on the river at sunset we noticed a 
certain stillness after a warm autumn day. The salmon became a 
little active and started rolling all over the place. 
To the east the ridges and outlines of Digger, Butte, Mt. 
Lassen, and Brookoff stood out in sharp detail as the sun set. Truly 
a beautiful scene. On the river bank we pulled the boat in to shore 
and cleaned two nice steelhead and a couple of river rainbows. 
The next day repeated the same beauty and splendor of the day 
prior. The rich rewards the Sacramento provides this time of year 
cannot fully be expressed in such words. One can truly discover the 
real beauty of our river in the fall by spending a day up or down 
river at sunrise and sunset. You’ll be hooked believe me. Maybe 
some steelhead too. 
The great fish have been scattered these past weeks but many 
caught. Areas where salmon have started spawning have provided 
the best as usual. Those anglers using eggs, duffy’s and glo-bugs 
are taking most of the fish provided the presentations are carried 
through the current with just enough sliding weight to get it down 
with proper drift. The reason for this is that the steelhead are 
mostly biting very softly and with heavier weight you are likely not 
going to feel the strike. This is one of the failures of many fisher­ 
men. 
If it takes more weight to get your line out, you probably have 
not enough or too heavy of line on your reel spool. Too heavy of a 
weight is just going to aggravate the situation in most cases. Make 
your weights in various lengths and cut if necessary with some side 
cutters to get the necessary and effective drift. Use a barrel and 
snap-swivel hook up with slideline weight or, the barrel swivel and 
sliding surgical tubing attachment. 
Another item of importance while we are talking about ter­ 
minal gear, is the length of the leader from the swivel. About 18 
inches is a good standard length. We have found that using a leader 
much longer tends to keep your duffy or bait higher in the water, 
and it sometimes passes over the fish lying on the bottom. 
Too short a leader may cause more frequent hang-ups and 
spook the fish more. A good way for you to tell if you are getting a 
proper drift or not is when you hook an occasional sucker. For they 
are lying right on the bottom where the steelhead are so don’t be 
dismayed if the first one is yellow. Keep casting cause the next may 
be a sea-bow. 
The only thing I dread each morning going out is that blasted 
outboard jet on my boat. It’s so loud that it vibrates the wax right 
out of one’s ears. 
People at the Bend Mobile Park know when I’m pulling out. 
Even though it’s loud, there are advantages of the outboard jet 
especially out on the steelhead riffles. 
Today we hope to see the pleasant sunrise while standing waist 
deep in a favorite riffle with another leak in my waders. I hope to 
get a fish on and that’s the whole purpose of the game anyway. 
We would like to list some rules of etiquette for steelhead 
fishermen while out on the river: 
1. When you land and kill suckers and squawfish, slit them in 
the belly and return them to the stream so they won’t stink up the 
gravel bar and attract yellow jackets. 
2. Please don’t throw your empty salmon egg jars in the river 
or on the bank. This is especially dangerous where others are 
wading and it has a tendency to increase the cuts and leaks in boots. 
3. Please don’t molest spawning salmon for they provide future 
steelhead fishing whether you know it or not. Once they are on their 
spawning beds, we have a moral obligation to at least leave them 
alone to spawn and provide more fish for the future. The fish are 
not fit to eat then anyway and don’t let anyone tell you different. 
4. Don’t wade out too far. Stay in line with others on the riffle. 
Wading out too far is likely to spook the fish and create ill-feelings 
toward you from fellow anglers. Anything that bums my seat is the 
guy that has to wade out to his armpits. This is not necessary in this 
river. 
Well back out on the river... 


And oh the psychology of the paranoid fish... 
A web of fishermen round me forms; 
I feel it in the air 
A hundred fishermen scowl and smirk, 
Their hooks landing near me everywhere. 
They entice me, they torture me, 
In subtle ways they work— 
The lureman, baitman and flymen lodge.

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Canadian Citizen Group Appeals 
For Terrorist-Hostage Exchange 


MONTREAL (AP) 
— Ten 
leading citizens of Quebec 
Province 
appealed 
to 
the 
provincial government today to 
free 23 convicted or accused 
terrorists to secure the release 
of the British trade com­ 
missioner and the provincial 
labor commissioner kidnaped 
by Quebec terrorists last week. 
Negotiations between the 
kidnapers and the provincial 
g o v e r n m e n t 
r e m a i n e d 
suspended, but one Montreal 
newspaper indicated that the 
government was wavering in its 
refusal to free the 23 men 
demanded by the kidnapers. 
The statement urging 
the 
government to bow to the kid­ 
napers’ demand was read at a 
news conference 
by Rene 
Levesque, leader of the Quebec 
Separatist party. Signers in­ 
cluded Louis Laberge, president

He pointed out that there is no 
adequate way of aiding middle 
age couples, and, he said “there 
are some pretty pathetic cases 
of single men.”

Bridge Collapse 
Concert Tonight By 
In Australia 
Marion Downs In 
Kills 19 Workers 
Methodist Church 


MELBOURNE, 
Australia 
(AP) — Twenty-four workmen 
were killed and 19 imared today 
when a 2,uuu ton section ot a 
bridge under construction in 
Melbourne fell 134 feet to the 
ground. Twenty-five other work­ 
men were missing, authorities 
said. 
The collapse halted work on 
what is to be Australia’s largest 
bridge, over a mile long span­ 
ning the Yarra River in the 
southern part of Melbourne. 
Known as the West Gate Bridge, 
its eight lanes are expected to 
carry 30,000 cars and trucks 
daily. 
Completion 
was 
scheduled for next year. 
Within hours of the accident, 
unions withdrew their men from 
the $47 million project and 
Premier Sir Henry Bolte of 
Victoria State ordered an in­ 
vestigation into the disaster. 
About 70 welders were on the 
prefabricated steel and concrete 
span when it gave way and 
thundered down.
